NEWARK, NJ. Relatives of the victims of Flight 
93 — the United Airlines jetliner that crashed in 
Pennsylvania as passengers wrestled with hijack- 
ers on Sept. II, 2001— are honoring their loved 
ones with a cross-country motorcycle ride. 

The flight originated in New Jersey and 
was bound for California when four terrorists 
hijacked it, and the motorcycle caravan will 
retrace the flight’s intended path. The caravan 
left Newark Liberty International Airport on 
Thursday morning at 8:42 a.m. — the same time 
as the flight— and is to arrive in San Francisco 
on the eighth anniversary of the attacks. 

The 9/11 Commission report said the hijack- 
ers crashed the plane as passengers fought to 
regain control of the cockpit, averting a possi- 
ble attack on the White House or US. Capitol. 
Thirty-three passengers and seven crew mem- 
bers died. 

For Ken Nacke, a 48 -year-old police detec- 
tive in Maryland, the cross-country trip, called 
“Ride with the Forty,” is a way to keep their 
memory alive. His older brother, Louis “Joey” 
Nacke, died in the crash. 

“We’re completing their journey” Nacke said. 
“This is something that Americans should never 
forget. Flight 93 was the first battle Americans 
won against terrorism.” 

The ride also will raise money for the Flight 
93 National Memorial near Shanksville, Pa., 
where the plane crashed. The 2,200 -acre 
memorial, which is expected to cost $58 mil- 
lion, is scheduled to open on the loth anniver- 
sary of the attacks. 

Eight motorcycles and nine passengers rolled 
out of Newark on the first leg of the cross-country 
journey Thursday The first stop is Shanksville. 

Nacke organized the ride and said anyone

Sarah Wainio, 22, of Catonsville, Md., was 
the youngest participant Thursday She was 14 
when her 27-year-old sister.

Wainio said 
she still thinks about her big sister whenever 
she visits their favorite diner or hears her 
favorite music. 

“If we don’t remember it, and we don’t 
feel the pain, that’s saying it didn’t happen,”

outlined Thursday 

Schools CEO Ron 
Huberman said that 
by assigning full-time 
mentors to and getting 
jobs for the most at-risk 
students, the district 
can intervene before 
kids are enmeshed in 
violent behavior. 

“If we don’t offer 
enough of a carrot to 
alter their lifestyle, they 
won’t bite,” Huberman 
said. 

The plan also calls _ 
for additional secu- 
rity money to the city’s 38 most troubled high 
schools, where district officials said 80 percent 
of the homicides and shootings occur. 

That includes spending more on safety and 
security, increasing the number of social work- 
ers and counselors and stepping back from 
zero-tolerance discipline policies that “have 
not worked,” Huberman said. 

The system will monitor students and 
attempt to make it easier for different social 
service agencies to come together to cut down 
on violent behavior. A patchwork of area agen- 
cies, including police, the Department of 
Children and Family Services and the juvenile 
justice system, touch these children’s’ lives in 
uncoordinated ways, Huberman said. 

“What we need is glue, someone who is liter- 
ally going to have the time,” he said. The 24-7, 
6o-hour-a-week mentors will provide that ser- 
vice, he said. 

The district’s research found that ineffective 
schools tend to expel students at a higher rate 
and have 17 percent less parental involvement. 
For the 38 schools the district is focusing on, 
each school will have a specific plan.

Cook County authorities tried multiple times 
to flag convicted rapist Julius Anderson as a 
sexually violent person who belonged behind 
bars indefinitely, but state corrections offi- 
cials insisted he be released on parole. 

When he was released this summer, the 
state Prison Review Board slapped Anderson, 
59, with the toughest conditions it could, 
including a requirement that he be on GPS 
monitoring. But his Near West Side halfway 
house wasn’t set up to handle GPS, so he was 
put on less-stringent electronic monitoring. 

Within eight days of walking out of the 
halfway house Aug. 7, he sexually assaulted a 
woman at knifepoint, authorities said. 

Anderson, authorities allege, had returned 
to the same pattern of chilling sexual violence 
that put him behind bars for nearly 30 years — 
stalking women and raping them. 

He was charged Thursday with aggravated 
criminal sexual assault in the rapes of two 
women at knifepoint. A Cook County judge 
ordered Anderson held without bail. 

Tike he did in the past, Anderson returned 
to his violent ways shortly after being released

from prison, attack- 
ing a 25-year-old 
woman Aug. 15 in the 
1700 block of West 
Cornelia Avenue as 
she got out of a cab, 
prosecutors said. He 
allegedly assaulted 
her in a gangway, 
holding her against 

her will with a knife for 30 minutes, prosecu- 
tors said. 

On Tuesday, Anderson allegedly followed 
a 28 -year-old woman off the Red Fine from 
the North and Clybourn stop, pushing his 
way into her building, the state’s attorney’s 
office said. He allegedly restrained her with 
electrical tape and electrical cord and assault- 
ed her. 

The offices of State’s Atty Anita Alvarez 
and Illinois Atty Gen. Fisa Madigan said 
Thursday that they made repeated pleas to 
the Illinois Department of Corrections that 
Anderson not be released from custody They 
feared he would commit more violent crimes, 
but their objections were overruled. 


Anderson has a history of mental illness, 
according to state records and Chicago 
police. 

Anderson was found not fit to stand trial 
for his first sexual offense in 1973 and was 
sent to the Chester Mental Health facility, 
according to his case file. Upon release from 
that institution, he was found fit to face 
the charges and was sentenced to 4 years in 
prison. 

Upon his release in March 1977, he returned 
to raping and robbing women within months. 
He was accused of robbing two Northwestern 
University students at gunpoint and of rob- 
bing a woman at knifepoint in an alley 

Then, that May, Anderson returned to his 
most violent behavior, raping a woman in her 
Rogers Park apartment after he surprised her 
as she came up her back stairs with laundry 

The Illinois Prison Review Board had 
rejected his request for parole seven times as 
Anderson served his time for that attack, said 
board chairman Jorge Montes. 

Anderson was released from Big Muddy 
Correctional facility June 25 after completing 
his sentence. 
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Man sues 
for 26 years 
in prison 

A man who spent 26 years in prison for a murder 
he didn’t commit sued the city and former police 
commander Jon Burge in federal court Thursday 
claiming Burge knowingly suppressed evidence 
that would have proven his innocence. 

“No amount of money can bring back the 
time {lost],” Alton Logan said at an afternoon 
news conference. “I just want justice.” 

His lawyer, Jon Loevy said that Burge bragged 
to another officer, Thomas Bennett, that he 
knew Logan didn’t murder a security guard at 
a South Side McDonald’s in 1982, the crime for 
which he was convicted. 

“Mr. Burge bragged that he knew {Logan} 
didn’t do it and he knew who did do it,” Loevy 
said at the news conference. “He basically 
didn’t care.” 

Loevy did not specify a damage amount in 
the suit but said in other similar cases juries 
have awarded about $i million for each year of 
wrongful imprisonment.

Commuters 
feel the ‘Pain’ 

A “Commuter Pain Index” released Friday 
ranked the Chicago area as the fourth-worst 
region in terms of the emotional toll of com- 
muting. 

It’s slightly more draining than last year’s 
fifth-place finish out of 10 cities from which 
commuters were surveyed by IBM. And that’s 
with fewer cars on the road than a year ago. 

The pain of commuting was the most severe 
in L. A. in this year’s poll. 

Nearly 100 percent of the Chicago respon- 
dents said roadway traffic is negatively influ- 
encing their health. Specifically, 44 percent 
cited increased stress levels; 25 percent said 
they easily become angrier; and 12 percent said 
they are getting less sleep. 

In addition, 15 percent said traffic conges- 
tion is hurting their performance at work or at 
school, the survey found. 

“These numbers look pretty gruesome, said 
Naveen Lamba, the head of intelligent trans- 
portation systems at IBM. 

“If individual commuters and cities don’t do 
anything to improve the situation, five to 10 years 
from now people will be even more stressed, the 
air quality will be worse, commuters will be driv- 
ing longer and the economic vitality of metro- 
politan areas will suffer,” he said.

three years in Washington, DC. 

The family wanted her to get some experience 
outside of Superdawg, and Potbelly “knew she 
was the Superdawg girl,” her father said. 

Potbelly “promoted her nicely from assistant 
manager to general manager,” Berman said. “They 
moved her to Washington, paid for her moving 
expenses, and made her the general manager for 
their busiest DC. store, but it was time to bring 
her back to open our new store.” 

Superdawg shifted its financing for the 
Wheeling project. “We had financing from one 
bank, and we didn’t like it so we shopped,” he said, 
noting he got a lower interest rate and fewer cov- 
enants from Devon Bank. He declined to name 
his previous community bank. 

The loan from Devon totals $5.25 million. The 
Wheeling expansion accounts for $4 million of 
the loan, with another $1.25 million used to buy 
and build out a Superdawg warehouse property 
in Skokie. 

Like the flagship store at Milwaukee and Devon 
Avenues, the Wheeling restaurant also will have a 
drive-in, indoor seating and picnic area.

Lingerie Football League players say game is no joke

An important Chicago practice looms. The 
linebacker prepares accordingly, putting on 
ankle tape, shoulder pads, a helmet and ... 
eyeliner? 

This certainly is not Brian Urlacher. 

“Bet there’s not many football players who 
wear lip gloss,” Danielle Moinet says as she 
shakes her long blond hair and adjusts the 
skin-tight white tank top under her pads. 

Welcome to the Lingerie Football League— 
America’s newest pro sports league that’s 
equal parts touchdowns and burlesque show 

On the heels of the popular, pay-per-view 
Lingerie Bowl— the annual alternative to 
the Super Bowl halftime show— the league 
is based on a simple philosophy: attractive 
women, many of them models and students, 
playing seven-on-seven, full-contact football 
in bras, bikini bottoms and garter belts. 

Moinet and her Chicago Bliss teammates 
take the field for the first time Friday against 
the Miami Caliente at the Sears Centre 
Arena in Hoffman Estates. The game dou- 
bles as the LFLs season-opener, and it has 
had a huge promotional blitz behind it. 

“When you take hot girls that look like 
this but play football, I mean, who wouldn’t 
like it?” said Justin Schoenrock, Bliss director 
of operations. 

Skin and sex appeal is the selling point, but 


many of the Bliss players want to be taken 
seriously as pro athletes. 

Playing in uniforms that resemble stuff from 
Victoria’s Secret might make that difficult. 

Amy Grogan has heard the doubters. 

“I feel like we’re not being taken seriously; 
a lot of people think it’s just a skin show,” said 
the 2i-year-old Columbia College senior. ‘At 
first people are taken aback by the lingerie 
thing, and that’s understandable, but once 
they sit down and realize you’re playing a 
game and not just running around in under- 
wear, they’ll think twice.” 

Here’s perhaps more fuel for critics: Few 
of the team members have had past football 
experience. Many of them have participated 
in other athletics, however. 

“Fve dated football players in high school 
and watched it on TV, so I know the general 
gist,” said quarterback Katie Liberatore, 20, 
who’s also a student at Joliet Junior College. 

“I always wanted to play football growing 
up, but I was a little too skinny for the high 
school team,” said Roosevelt University stu- 
dent Breanna Junea, 20, who longed to be 
part of the LFL after watching the Lingerie 
Bowl last year. 

To offset the team’s lack of football 
knowledge, the players had to go through a 
rigorous training camp under the guidance 
of head coach Keith Hac, also a defensive 
coordinator with the Chicago Slaughter of

It ends 
with a thud when Amy Grogan, a 21-year- 
old journalism student whose previous 
athletic experience consists of figure 
skating, springs at me and dumps me to 
the ground. 

“That tackle was just a 4 out of 10,” 
Grogan bragged. “I didn’t bury my shoul- 
der, and I didn’t drive my hips, otherwise 
I could have put you in the hospital.” 

OK, OK, ladies, I get it. You’re tough.

the Continental Indoor Football League. 

Football has become the team’s life, Grogan 
said. 

“We sleep with our playbooks and are on the 
phone constantly talking about plays,” she said. 
“We eat, breathe and sleep football right now” 

On the last day of training camp, July 31, some 
of the 20 players were nervous about making the 
final roster of 14 (which was later upped to 20)— 
especially after hearing LFL founder Mitchell 
Mortaza’s speech. 

“If you think you’re on the bubble, you prob- 
ably are,” Mortaza told the Bliss. “If you slack 
today, you’re not going to be there.”

Mandy Gasek, a Bliss athletic trainer, said the 
players run a high risk of injury 

“This is a high-risk, high-contact sport, and it 
doesn’t matter if they’re male or female, there will 
probably be lots of injuries,” said Gasek, who pre- 
dicted the Bliss will see more bumps and bruises 
than NFL players because of their tiny uniforms. 

The players aren’t going to be complaining any 
time soon, though. 

“I don’t think there’s anything wrong with 
being beautiful and powerful,” Liberatore said. 
“People have their opinions, and there’s always 
going to be someone who thinks this is exploiting 
us, but sex sells, it always has and it always will. I 
think pairing it with a sport that America loves, 
really you can’t go wrong.”

Cubs fans have been restless 
at Wrigley Field all summer, 
and with the offense going 
south again Thursday in a 
5-0 loss to the White Sox, 
they showered their dis- 
pleasure on players.

Manager Lou Piniella 
said Soriano overran the 
ball before slipping, though 
Soriano said he “had the 
ball all the way” until slip- 
ping.

Destination-worthy 
Old Town Social more 
than just a ’hood hang

“We actually don’t take reservations. We’re a 
neighborhood spot,” said the hostess po- 
litely when we called Old Town Social asking 
about a reservation at the new bar from Chris 
Freeman (former partner with Four Corners 
Tavern Group, of Kirkwood, Gaslight, et al.) 
and Chris Dexter (a former partner in Stone Lotus and now-closed 
spots such as Del Toro). 

Fair enough. But when we think “neighborhood spot,” we picture our- 
selves shoveling fries from a plastic basket and occasionally sloshing 
some beer onto the floor. Can Old Town Social, with its gilded mirrors, 
schmancy cocktails and dedicated charcuterie bar, really fit the bill as 
a neighborhood hang?

SCENE 


After a couple of nights at the bar, we were a little 
more convinced of the “neighborhood” claims. 
Open to the public for just one week, the bar 
already is filled with Old Town denizens that likely 
otherwise cab it to River North to go out. 

When the neighborhood is Old Town, perhaps this 
is just the kind of hang the neighborhood needs: 
something to fill the void between the come- 
as-you-are vibe of McGinny’s Tap and the more 
deliberate drama of nearby newcomers 33 Club 
and Eivissa. 

Glass-clinking couples occupy tables for two 
drawn with brocade curtains. The front line for 
mingling singles is along the lengthy main bar. 
Groups can make a beeline for a bank of 
U-shaped leather booths or gather in the parlor- 
like front room set with high-backed armchairs 
and a faux fireplace. 

Surely a neighborhood spot has TVs, but you 


can’t see them here unless you look closely. 
They’re concealed by cabinets and other hidden 
compartments, waiting to be deployed only 
during special events or truly big games. 


FOOD 


Chef Jared Van Camp’s CV, which includes Osteria 
di Tramanto and Blackbird, doesn’t read like your 
typical Buffalo wing- and burger-slinging bar 
cook’s resume. And he’s definitely not turning out 
typical pub grub here. 

Yes, there are wings on the menu. But they’re 
harissa-spiced duck wings ($10) so tender the 
rich meat tumbles off the bone, and they’re 
served with a cucumber-mint raita that arrives in 
a gleaming sauciere. There are burgers too, but 
they’re flanked by more sophisticated options 
such as a crispy pork belly-heirloom tomato- 
arugula “BLT” ($9) and mussels two ways: Belgian, 
steamed in Chimay with lemon and thyme; and 
Portuguese, with chorizo and potatoes (both $12). 


The real delineating factor is the charcuterie bar, 
a small station tucked behind the hostess stand at 
the front of the room. Though you can pull up to 
the bar for a quick drive-by soppresatta fix, most 
folks will likely order single portions ($4 each) or 
a chef’s selection of five ($16) alongside cheeses 
or other light, sharable plates from the menu. 
There are 10 options, all prepared in house, from a 
wonderfully smooth German-style mortadella to 
a garlicky, anise-scented finnochiona. 


DRINKS 


A solid two-page beer list focuses on American 
craft brews with cameos by Belgians and other 
European imports. With six cocktail choices (all 
$11) served in champagne coupes and snifters 
that suit the setting, the summer cocktail menu 
manages to touch on a smattering of trends, from 
floral liqueurs to modern tweaks on classics. 

Poor Man’s Gueuze combines the nuttiness of 
oloroso sherry with Rogue Spirits Spruce Gin and 


the bite of Bell’s Two Hearted Ale. The Summer 
Cup, made with berry-infused vodka, looks 
sorority girl punch-pink but tastes pleasantly 
crisp and fruity thanks to moscato d’asti and 
St. Germain elderflower liqueur. A lavender and 
lemon gimlet made with Hendrick’s gin is more 
lemony than lavendery but still will quell any 
end-of-summer cravings for sophisticated spiked 
lemonade. 

The only letdown was the Flowery Tattle 
(Effen Black Cherry vodka, creme de violette 
and lemon juice, served on the rocks). Overly 
light and watery, this one was more fun to say 
than to drink. 


BOTTOM LINE 


Serving the neighborhood may be the intention, 
but with destination-worthy eats and drinks and 
two buzzy nightlife names behind it, we don’t 
expect Old Town Social to stay that way for long.

It’s serious business. Rodriguez’s pageant 
tab is about $45,000, which includes cus- 
tom-made evening gowns, swimsuits and 
airfare to fly 10 backup dancers to Chicago 
from his native Puerto Rico for the talent 
portion. Sponsors, friends and fundraisers 
help with the cost. 

“I have to win it,” said Rodriguez, who 
made it to the Top 12 last year but didn’t 
make the Top 5 cut. 

Though Rodriguez doesn’t plan on doing 
drag forever— he hopes to pursue a career in 
makeup artistry— it has become a passion. 

“It gives me the opportunity to expose the 
feminine side of me,” said Rodriguez, who was 
working as a professional dancer when he did 
his first drag show at a talent contest at 18. 

There are some drawbacks. Rodriguez, 
who is gay, said doing drag makes it 
“extremely hard to date,” because dressing 
like a girl— even if it’s occasional— doesn’t 
exactly turn on other gay men.There’s also a 
common misconception that drag perform- 
ers dress as women all the time. Rodriguez, 
who lives his life as a man when he’s not 
performing, has no intention of becoming 
a woman. 

Drag performers come in all stripes, as 
“RuPaul’s Drag Race,” the first reality show 
about drag queens, illustrated when it pre- 
miered this year on the gay TV network 
Logo. The second season of the show is 
slated to air in early 2010. 

“The show helped break negative stereo- 


types about drag because it showed that we 
do consider it an art,” said David Sotomayor, 
25, of Old Irving Park, better known to fans 
as “Jade,” a contestant on the first season of 
“Drag Race.” 

Traci Ross, 42, of Avondale, said she’s been 
perfecting her craft as a full-time female 
impersonator for the past 22 years. Ross is 
transsexual, meaning she was born with a 
male body but lives her life as a woman— 
which has advantages when it comes to drag 
performance. 

“I don’t have to put anything on,” Ross 
winked, pushing up her breasts, induced by 
hormone treatments, after a performance at 
the Kit Kat Club. “It’s already attached.” 

Ross, who began her career mimicking the 
likes of Tina Turner, Cher and Janet Jackson, 
said the drag scene has changed since she 
started. It’s harder to find icons to imper- 
sonate among the new crop of pop stars 
because “they’re very manufactured and 
there’s one born every other day,” Ross said, 
though Beyonce is one of her favorites. 

Still, rookies eager to try their hand at 
drag draw jam-packed crowds to Roscoe’s 
for its amateur drag contests Tuesday nights. 
Roscoe’s Hazen said most of the contestants 
are young gay men just out of college —“We 
never get straight guys, ever,” Hazen said— 
and often they’re impersonating Britney 
Spears. 

As he stood in Roscoe’s hairspray-fogged 
dressing room wearing black hot pants, a 
pleather corset and a feathery blond wig. 




James Rosko adjusted his groin for the ump- 
teenth time. 

“It’s very uncomfortable,” laughed Rosko, 
22, a hairdresser who was competing as 
“Britney Shears.” 

Rosko was wearing four pairs of tight 
nylons to keep his maleness hidden. “I do it 
because it’s fun,” said Rosko, of Logan Square, 
who entered the amateur drag contest on a 
bet and had made it to the semi-finals. 

Steps away, his competition, 23-year-old 
Omicah House, towered over every- 
one in red platform boots, a 
busy purple body suit and a 
huge curly black wig, on top 
of which he’d affixed a top 
hat with netting. House 
called his drag persona 
“Hippolyta, Queen of the 
Amazons.” 

“It’s larger than life, and that’s 
what I strive to be,” said House, an 
actor who lives in Lakeview and got 
started doing drag when he was cast in 
the play “Snow White and the Seven 
Drag Queens,” which performed at 
Hydrate nightclub earlier this year. 

In the end, the giant Hippolyta, whose 
wig kept slipping during her performance 
under the weight of the top hat, couldn’t 
beat Britney Shears’ antics with a whip and 
bondage involving an audience member. 

But House kept smiling. 

“No one likes an angry drag queen,” he

Dressed in flowery mumus, with a pineapple- 
shaped platinum-blond wig, glitter on her face and 
a tiny parasol in her hand. Miss Foozie’s purpose is 
to “bring people love and happiness and joy,” she 
told RedEye. 

“She brings energy into the room,” said her cre- 
ator, a 49 -year-old museum employee who asked 
that his real name not be published to keep his per- 
sonal life separate from his character’s life. 

Miss Foozie doesn’t consider herself to be a 
drag queen or a female impersonator, but instead, 
a character. She was conceived as a joke almost 
13 years ago during her creator’s birthday party 
at Circuit nightclub, and was such a hit with the 
crowd that the bar owner had her come back to 
perform on a weekly basis. 

She got her trademark “pineapple” line from her 
creator’s mom, who as a waitress would affection- 
ately call customers “Pineapple” and “Hot Sauce.” 

Often seen at Pride events and Northalsted 
Market Days, as well as booking regular perfor- 
mances, Miss Foozie said she hopes to elevate 
her career to the next level, perhaps by hosting 
a TV talk show or becom- 
ing a cult tourist attrac- 
tion like New Tbrk 
City’s Naked Cowboy 
Meantime, she’s proud 
of the spot she’s earned 
in people’s hearts. 
“People tell me 
what’s happening 
in their lives,” Miss 
Foozie said.

LOS ANGELES Even thoughjason Bateman 
is best known as part of the Bluth fam- 
ily on ‘Arrested Development,” he’s 
nobody’s second fiddle in his latest film, “Extract.” 

In the workplace comedy Bateman plays Joel Reynold, 
a much-maligned business owner with professional and 
personal issues. Employees at his extract plant routinely 
disrespect him. He’s so frustrated with his marriage that 
he cooks up a scheme to force his wife into infidelity 

The film, written and directed by Mike Judge (“Office 
Space,” “Beavis and Butt-Head”), opens Eriday 

The role plays to Bateman’s strengths as an actor. No 
actor of his generation can beat his take on the hapless 
loser. But the 40 -year-old New York native is far from 
that guy Bateman is in demand. He has another film 
coming out this month, “Couples Retreat,” and two 
others in post-production. Plus, he’ll reprise his Michael 
Bluth for the long-awaited ‘Arrested Development” 
movie that is expected in 2011. 

“They’re about half-way through writing it,” Bateman 
told RedEye recently 

Even though Bateman’s acting career is in full throt- 
tle, he’s itching to get behind the camera again. Tes, he 
directs too. 

“I’m pursuing directing but not doing any right now,” 
said Bateman, whose father is TV producer/director 


Kent Bateman. “The acting is kind of 
taking priority because that is what is 
opening up the door for other employ- 
ment opportunities, including directing. 
We’re trying to carve out some time for 
that, but I certainly don’t want to do it at the expense 
of keeping the machine running.” 

Bateman could afford to take some risks with his 
career. He’s already exceeded the life expectancy of 
your average child star; he looks 20 years younger than 
his age, and he has enough box-office hits on his resume 
to demand five bowls of green M&Ms in his trailer 
every morning. 

Tet Bateman, who says that he’s currently “having a 
very nice time,” doesn’t get too comfortable. He knows 
even the mighty sometimes fall. He experienced that 
when Valerie Harper, who played his mom on “Valerie,” 
suddenly was yanked from the show, which was renamed 
“The Hogan Eamily” 

“There’s been plenty of times when things aren’t as 
great the month before or the month after,” Bateman 
said. “But I don’t think that’s exclusive to me. Certainly, 
this business will shake things up a lot for you. It’s never 
boring. Hindsight will always show you that I should 
have relaxed a bit through that, and this is just another 
inevitable valley 

“That’s one of the advantages of getting older— you 
learn to trust that it will come back up again.”

'^Extract” and **Office Space” are workplace com- 
edies, but they come from different 
perspectives: one from the beleaguered boss, 
the other from the disgruntled employee. 

I’ve had dozens of jobs where I was the 
employee, never having one person work for 
me. Then “Beavis & Butt-Head” became a 
show, and I had 90 people working for me. I 
started to think, “Boy these guys don’t appreci- 
ate anything.” What’s different from a boss like 
Jason Bateman’s character in “Extract” and the 
ones in “Office Space”— he’s not a manager 
for the sake of being a manager. He wanted to 
make extract and he built a factory On “Beavis 
& Butt-Head,” it was the same way for me. I 
just wanted to make this show I didn’t want to 
manage all these people, but it just comes with 
the territory ... Then I found a happy medium.

Hugh Dillon will never star in a TV series that’s half as interesting as 
the life he’s led. 

The Canadian, who is known best in the U.S. as ace cop Ed Lane on 
CBS’ “Flashpoint,” first gained fame— and infamy— as the lead singer 
of a “not-very-nice rtx-k band” called The Headstones in the 1990s. 
After six albums and years of hard living, Dillon and the multi-platinum 
biuid fell— hard. 

‘To have such a dramatic fall from grace, in my case both personally 
and professionally— eve r^Thing— you have to kind of start from scratch 
and rebuild your life,” he told me during a phone interview: 

Dillon did rebuild, becoming a respected actor in his homeland and 
now in the U.S. I le leads a strong cast in ION TV’s “Durhiun County,” 
w^hich premieres at 9 p.m. Monday It’s a dark, gruesome and bizarre 
talc. “All the things I personally love,” Dillon said with a laugh. 

Dillon, 46, plays Mike Sweeney, a police detective who suspects that 
his high school nemesis is a serial killer. The thriller grabs viewers by 
the throat in the shocking first scene, and, according to Dillon, d<x;sn’t 
let go until the six-episode scries ends. 

But if you think you’re having a tough time watching, imagine film- 
ing such a dark tale. 

“It’s intense, you know^, [filming] the scenes themselves,” Dillon said. 
“When vou’ve done that show^, vou need to take a vacation.” 

Sweeney isn’t a straight arrow like Dillon’s “Flashpoint” character, 

Ed. I le’s got skeletons in his closet, w^hich means the actor has to go 
to some scaiy; angry places— a trip Dillon was more than able to take 
thanks to his past. 

“I’m lucky I’ve had the past that I’ve had because it gives me some- 
where to go {in those scenes]. I’m not just kind of m«iking it up. ‘iVIaybe 
this is what it’s like.’ I pretty much know what it’s like,” he said, laugh- 
ing. “It’s just how things kind of happened. I had to go through that 
[stuff] to kind of be where I’m at.” 

Dillon says he’s lucky to be simultaneously acting in “Durham” and 
“Flashpoint,” both of which originate from Gimidii and are immensely 
popular there. He’s also happy that they are so different, defining them 
as only a musician can: 

“One is like the Rolling Stones; it’s dark and it’s dirty,” he said of 
“Durham.” ‘And one is like the Beatles; it’s got a great melody and it 
rocks but it’s by-the-book.”

Austen’s 
original covers two years in the lives of the 
three Dashwood daughters-mostly Elinor 
and Marianne-as they fall in and out of love, 
according to the rigid social strictures of 19th 
Century England. But elegant Regency London 
has become Sub-Marine Station Beta, an 
undersea glass-domed metropolis constantly 
under attack by fish lusting for human blood. 

If you don’t take any of it too seriously-and 
how could you?-“Sense and Sensibility and 
Sea Monsters’’ is an entertaining addition to the 
overwhelming tide of Austen-related books.
